Bro. Editor: — I feel that some- 
thing ought to be said of a person- 
al character, and certainly no of- 
fence be given. The Brethren 
should know the character of the 
man of whom I am going to 
write — I refer to Bro. Brockwell 
of San Francisco. He has a char- 
acteristic article in the Evanoj- 
ust of Nov. 17, which ceased 
oar editor to complain for ones. 
But no doubt he has cause for 
complaint vary often that he 
does not tell us of, and in tbit 
case no doubt but his cause for 
complaint was sufficient. But 
whatever may be the faults of 
Bro. Brockwell, no man that 
knows him will charge him with 
hypocrisy, and I believe all who 
have visited him for inspection, 
agree that he is doing a good 
work. Certainly no other Bro. on 
this coast could fill his place, and 
he is bringing to the front, ques- 
tions ot the very first importance. 
First, the church did not send 
him there, bat declined to auth- 
orize him to preach until he 
went there and went to work 
preaching on the streets and 
wharves, where crowds of men 
could be found, who seldom, 
if ever, entered tbe door of 
a church house, and if the; 
did, they came out disgusted. 
Thus, the rough sailor, perhaps 
for the first time, heard the voice 
of the Gospel. With Christ as his 
Redeemer, be went ont on the 
rolling billows thinking of a bet- 
ter lite to come and realizing that 
he ought to and can be a better 
man. 2. Think of it brethren, the 
salary he got, he labored at hard 
work by the day or month to 
support his family, and preached 
every Sunday two or three timet ; 
often for hoars on the streets in 
the night time, preaching to anx- 
ious hearers in tbe chilly, damp 
night air ot San Francisco, then 


in the morning at his day's work, 
and he is a very small, light nan 
in body. But by hard work day 
and night he has supported his 
family and built up a church 
right in the great, wicked city of 
tbe Pacific coast. Header, you 
could not do it, the writer could 
not do it, neither could any oth- 
er man do it if not called of God to 
do it. Oh ! ye preachers, that 
can't preach without a salary. If 
alt preachers in our day got the 
salary that Paul got or that Bro. 
Brockwell gets, our preachers 
would be scarce ani far between. 
S. Bro. Brockwell takers strong 
ground, he hesitates not to tell 
the preachers of our popular 
churches that they are the devil in 
sheep's clothing. He does not 
regard them as brethren and dare 
not call them so, so be says in 
hit article, and I know it to be 
his honest cenviction. Now, he 
is desperately wrong or desper- 
ately right. If be it wrong, then 
ho should be corrected, and if he 
persists, he should be publically 
disowned. But if he is right, woe 
to oar cause ae it is now drifting, 
and right be must be or he is not 
doing a good work. He will not 
so much as take a dollar of what 
he regards the devil's money. He 
is right or there is no necessity 
for our church at all, and the 
sooner its demise can be announc- 
ed, the better. It is not our feet- 
washing that makes a man bet- 
ter, but iti.it he, Holy Spirit with 
in him, producing good works as 
its fruit and evidence of its pres- 
ence. Contrast, if you please, 
the principle on which onr San 
Francisco brother works with 
the principle recently presented 
by one of our able preachers, in 
substance as follows : If, he said, 
that his services at home on hit, 
farm were worth a t ho as and dol- 
lars a year, and if he could not 
get at least half that amount for 
going ont to preach he would 
certainly have to stay at home. 
Very sensible indeed, and we 
would suggest to all preach, 
era who are like minded, to stay 
at home, by all means, and attend 
to their local interests, for our 
God never bids against the world 
for laborers in Hit vineyard, but 
always gives the devil aud rail- 
road men the first choice. So 
the poor, the lame, the halt, the 
blind that put their trust in Him 
are the chosen of God, and to 
such, He gives eternal life. For 
proof, tee your "creed." I would 
be pleased to see this published 
aa a reminder to the brethren ot 
the rocks and shoals on which we 
are drifting.

It it true we may not have 
(at least I hope we have not) 
here in the west many "property 
value men"- (We feet sorry broth- 
er Editor, your pen ever touched 
those words,) preachers, but we 
have lots of "Sbirmtshers," who, 
under the blessing ot God and 
with a little support from their 
brethren, may accomplish con- 
siderable good. We indeed 
agree with our Editor that tbe 
substantial success of our cause 
mainly depends upon the Is bora 
ot these men of lesser notoriety. 
It is evident that at present we 
are not rich enough to get and 
enjoy the benefits of these 
"property value" men. A few 
good crops and a little better 
prices for our frontier produc- 
tions, may enable as to get 
some of them to come among us 
without sacrificing their "repu- 
tation."
